W a s h in g t o n , June 28.—The admin­ 
istration finally oaite to a decision 
yesterday to send an American squad 
roo to the Spanish coast and into the 
Mediterranean. 
Several times since the 
war broke out rumors to this effect have 
circulated, but the project had not ma­ 
tured. 
It required the Spanish move­ 
ment toward the Philippines by Coma 
ra’8 sqnadron 
to 
decide 
the navy 
department to adopt this bold stroke. 
The following vessels have been se­ 
lected to go under command of Commo­ 
dore J. C. Watson: Flagship Newark, 
battleships Iowa and Oregon, cruisers 
Yosemite, Yankee and Dixie, and the 
colliers Scendia, Abarenda and Alexan­ 
der. 
Official orders were given to provision 
the fleet for four months; it became 
apparent to the last doubter that the 
government was in earnest in this pur­ 
pose to dispatch the fleet to Europe. The 
three vessels selected as colliers have 
started already on their way to Newport 
News to take on a large supply of coal. 
It will require about a week to get this 
down Jib Sampsbp’s fleet, so if the start 
is to bq piade from that point it will be 
impossible for Commodore Watson to 
get away before July 4. 
The determination to send this squad­ 
ron against Spain was the outcome of 
direct official advices reaching the state 
and navy departments as to the prog­ 
ress of A d oral Camara’s squadron.

Spanish and American advance posts 
are now almost close enough to see the 
w hites of each other’s eyes, and a colli­ 
sion may occur at any moment. 
The Cuban auxiliaries of the advance 
force seem utterly worthless. They sit 
around all day and night, smoke cigar­ 
ettes and gorge on Uncle Sam’s rations, 
while the American soldiers, with empty 
stomachs and no tobacco, build roads all 
day under a blazing sn v t and sleep on 
their rifles under the sky at night. 
Some officers believe it will be neces­ 
sary to lay a regular siege to Santiago 
and advance with a line of earth works 
until the rifle pits can be shelled with 
shrapnel by the light artillery. These 
pieces have an effective shrapnel range 
of 2,800 yards, and the Mauser rifles in 
the hands of the Spaniards are sighted 
at 1,900 yards and they kill at 2,100 
yards. 
However gratifying to the national 
! 
)ride is the careless attitude of our en- 
isted men, the grave fear remains that 
they may need a more severe lesson 
than the ambush of the rough riders be­ 
fore they realize the deadly possibilities 
of modern warfare. 
Thp road over 
which the ordnance must be brought is 
densely lined by underbrash.

STAMPS WILL BE SOLD 


In Order That the New Reve­ 
nue Law 


WILL BE 
STRICTLY ENFORCED 


A t the Time 
Appointed 
by Congress. 
The Banks W ill H elp Collector Mc­ 
Cord Until the M achinery Is In Good 
W orking Order. 


NEW FIELDS OF FORTUNE 


Wonderful Resources of the Phil­ 
ippine Islands. 


The new stamp act which becomes a 
law next Friday morning will from 
present indications be enforced to the 
letter. 
The other day N. G. Macram, cashier 
of the First National bank, received a 
letter from Frank McCord, collector of 
internal revenue at Cleveland, asking if 
the bank woald co-operate in the dis­ 
tribution of the stamps which the law 
said must be used beginning with July 
I. Mr. Macrum promptly answered 
that the bank would lend its aid and a 
supply of stamps is expected soon. 
The principal difficulty will be with 
proprietory stamps, as those used by 
druggists for marking patent medicines, 
perfumes, chewing gum, 
etc., 
are 
known, but it is expected the supply 
will come before July I. 
The other stamps are documentary 
and must go upon deeds, drafts, checks. 
It is incumbent on the drawer of the 
check to place the stamp upon it, and it 
is supposed thai all of the banks shall 
have the stamps for the use of the per­ 
son drawing the check. There is a fine 
connected with the placing of stamps 
there or the failure to do so. The penalty 
is $50 for failure to place the stamp on 
the check and also a penalty of the same 
amount on any of the banks that cash a 
check on which the stamp is not placed. 
AU the banks in the city will have the 
stamps needed directly in their business. 
It is said by those who remember the 
former tax that for awhile it was at­ 
tempted by the firms doing this kind of 
business that they furnish the stamps, 
but it grew to be such a matter that they 
could not spend that amount of money 
without a loss, and they held rigidly to 
the idea that the drawer of the check 
should pay for the stamp. It is said 
that this one item 
alone will add 
thousands of dollars to the war fund 
each month. The stamp is a special 
one for checks alone and will not be 
good for any other purpose.

Natural Riches For Am erican V^terprlse 
to Derelop — M ineral W ealth Besides 
Agricultural Produets—Hemp the Great­ 
est A rticle of Export—How the Civet 
Scattered Coffee Seeds—Characteristics 
o f the Genuine Philippine Natives. 
Manley R. Sherman of Los Angeles, 
Who told of his observations in the Phil­ 
ippines in the New York Sun on May 
22, believes that there are great possi­ 
bilities in the islands. 
“ I have been wondering,’* said Mr. 
Sherman, "how the United States will 
set about to develop the natural re­ 
sources of the Philippines when the war 
is ended and General Merritt and his 
troops have settled down to a steady oc­ 
cupation of the islands. The American 
people, indeed but few Europeans, re­ 
alize the unsurpassed resources of the 
Philippines. 
“ The natives of the Philippines are 
different from any race the United 
States government has ever governed. 
A dozen tribes that I know about—and 
there are many more I don’t know 
about — are more 
intractable 
than 
Apaches or Sioux, and they occupy ter­ 
ritory abounding in very fertile areas 
and regions where gold may be mined. 
The Chinese in the islands number near­ 
ly half a million. The true Spanish, 
outside of the soldiers and sailors, who 
come and go every few years, never 
number more than 3,000. The British 
are about 500 strong and the Americans 
about 150. The genuine native^, the 
aborigines, are of Malay origin and have 
the face, color and manners of the Ma­ 
lays. The race is very conglomerate. 
The best natives are handsome, brown, 
lithe and graceful, with hair as black 
as a raven’s wing and small hands and 
feet. 
“ Then there are what the Spanish 
call the Negritos. They number 8,000,- 
000 of the Philippine population, and 
their origin is unknown. 
They are as 
wild as Hottentots on some remote is­ 
lands and have been known to eat hu­ 
man flesh. 
The Negritos have woolly 
heads and black skins. 
The brown 
skinned or Malay aborgines who live in 
the northern part of the archipelago are 
known as Itocans, and there are fully 
15 tribes of them, each speaking a dif­ 
ferent dialect. 
The aborigines in the 
central islands of the Philippines are 
the Tagals. 
They are by far the most 
intelligent and industrious people. Some 
of them are about as fine people as one 
wishes to meet—a proud, generous, 
hospitable, honest people. 
The abo­ 
rigines in the southern part of the archi­ 
pelago are V isaians, and they are far 
removed from the Tagals in intelligence 
and worth, but are mild, very dirty and 
lazy. 
The natives on Luzon and about 
the coast of Mindanao are almost 
wholly Tagals. Their servants and la­ 
borers are the Negritos. 
“ Hemp is the greatest article of ex­ 
port in the Philippines, and the official 
documents in Manila show that in the 
last decade about 40 per cent of all the 
hemp grown on the islands has been 
sent to the United States. 
One firm in 
Boston paid an average of 3 cents a 
pound in Manila for 79,000 tons of 
hemp in the ten years previous to last 
January. 
During the same period the 
total quantity of hemp exported from 
the Philippines amounted to exactly 
914, IOO tons. For a dozen years the im­ 
portations of hemp into the United 
States from the Philippines have aver­ 
aged $2,400,000 a year. 
There are im­ 
mense possibilities in hemp culture in 
the Philippines, now that the grip of 
Spain on every legitimate industry has 
been shaken off. As sure as the sun rises 
and sets there will be millionaire for­ 
tunes made in hemp in the Philippines 
in the next decade. 
What the Yankee 
sugar planters have done in the fertile 
valleys of Hawaii in the last generation 
may be duplicated in hemp in Luzon, 
Mindanao and Samar. 
There will be a 
Claus Spreckels and a Colonel North in 
Philippine hemp before we know it. 
“ Then there are some great possibili­ 
ties also in the line of fortune making 
in the sugar industry in the Philip­ 
pines. The annual imports of raw sugar 
into the United States from the Philip­ 
pines during the last few years have 
averaged $2,150,000. The total annual 
exports of raw sugar from the Philip­ 
pines have averaged $4,500,000 for 
some time.

The Negritos laborers get from 5 to IO 
tents a day for cultivation. Nature does 
the rest With American invention and 
energy many a man can become a mil­ 
lionaire in sugar growing in the Philip­ 
pines. 


••indigo plants grow in incredible 
luxuriance throughout the Philippines. 
The soil is so fertile that the least labor 
gives surprising results. Indigo plants 
yield double the capital used. Many of 
the richest families in Manila—people 
who live in Madrid and Paris about 
one-third of the time and keep up royal 
establishments—have made their wealth 
in the indigo trade. The Alvarado fam­ 
ily owns an indigo plantation of about 
25,000 acres and an indigo works on 
Samar, and it derives a revenue of fully 
$40,000. An American with half an 
eye can see many improvements and 
economies that might be made there, 
but he would not be thanked for sug­ 
gesting them to any Philippine or Span­ 
iard. 
“ Cocoanut trees are a bigger resource 
than one might suppose. 
The fruit is 
demanded in the markets of the world 
as much as oranges and lemons. Every 
part of the tree is useful. 
The juices 
make oil and wine, the fibers of the 
leaves is woven into cloth, acid the 
Husks of the nuts are shipped by the 
boatload to Englaud for doormats and 
other household articles. Profits of $250 
an acre from a grove of cocoanuts are 
common, but in this land of siestas and 
procrastination the people are so thrift­ 
less that they never rise to meet the 
market by extensive plantings of cocoa­ 
nut trees. To the native a cocoanut tree 
is a veritable staff of life. 
It will fur 
nish his food, intoxicant, oil, vinegar, 
vessels, brushes, fish lines, ropes, fuel 
and water. 
A cocoanut produces fruit 
when 6 years old in the Philippines. I 
know a young Englishman who spent 
about $5,000 in starting a cocoanut 
grove 17 miles from Cavite, on Luzon. 
The Spanish were so afraid he would 
induce other enterprising British to 
come and do like him that they ruined 
him in a few’ years by all manner of im­ 
posts and exactions. 
For instan.ee, he 
had to pay about $100 to the govern­ 
ment at Manila before he picked his 
first crop, and he had to pay ah export 
duty of IO per cent extra because he 
wTas not a native. 
“ To illustrate how marvelously fer­ 
tile is the soil in the Philippines, let 
me tell about the coffee plants. 
About 
70 years ago several Spaniards began 
the cultivation of coffee in a little val­ 
ley away at the north end of Luzon. 
They were the first coffee plants ever 
known on the island. A little wild ani­ 
mal resembling the civet of Africa (a 
cross between a weasel and a fox) began 
eating and scattering the growing coffee 
berries. In a few years the plants grow­ 
ing from the scattered coffee berries 
were all over that part of Luzon. 
For 
years past there have been wild coffee 
bushes all over the island, and all came 
from the civets’ scattering of the coffee 
seeds. Thousands of pounds are gather­ 
ed from these wild bushes by the na­ 
tives. 
“ Nowhere else does rice grow so 
prolifically as in the Philippines. The 
Chinese control the rice industry of the 
islands, but the Negritos do the work. 
There are a dozen Chinese millionaires 
in Manila, and they have made their 
wealth largely in the rice and sugar 
trade. 
Under American management 
the profits of rice growing could be 
easily enlarged. I think I am conserva­ 
tive in saying that by the crude, lazy I 
ways of harvesting SO per cent of the 
yield is wasted. It would make a thrifty 
Yankee farmer groan to see the reckless 
waste of the natives 
“ Tobacco grows on all the principal 
islands Vanilla, pepper and cassia, 
which are cultivated elsewhere in the 
world, grow wild and in great clumps 
on the Philippine islands Wheat and 
cora may be grown at the extreme north 
of the archipelago. Oranges lemons 
and guavas flourish in the forests and 
back hills Not the least horticultural 
science has been exerted toward making 
superior varieties of these fruits I have 
seen in the dense tropical forests of 
Mindanao thousands of the trees of cost­ 
ly woods, as logwood, ebony, mahogany 
and ironwood. 
Great fortunes await 
the men who shall get a concession to 
go and operate there. Sailors who have 
; ventured far into these forests tell me 
that the ebony and mahogany trees 
there are the finest they have ever seen. 
Pineapples and bananas abound in damp 
spots and are a source of revenue on 
some islands, but the Central American 
products have kept these fruits out of 
the American markets. 
“ Navigators who visited the Philip­ 
pines in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries all told of the quantity of gold 
the natives had as ornaments atnrot 
their necks, wrists and ankles and of 
how the precious metal was dug in the 
river beds of the islands. I have heard 
metallurgists say that the topography 
of the islands of Sula and Gegritos indi­ 
cates the presence of gold. The Spanish 
have always been chary about permit­ 
ting foreigners, especially English and 
Americans, 
to enter those islands, 
therefore no scientific prospecting for 
gold has been done. The Spanish, you 
know, are the poorest miners of any 
civilized people. They have never done 
a thing toward fostering the develop­ 
ments of the copper deposits on Luzon, 
yet these are known to be well worth 
mining.’’

civilization for which they stand. 
Out

Usee For Cork. 
Among the many articles made from 
cork waste is the familiar cork grip for 
bicycle handles. 
By a secret process 
the waste is pressed into the required 
shape, and, strange to say, the grips thus 
made are stronger and more durable 
than those manufactured from cork 
wood, although the latter gives a much 
smoother finish. Cork slabs for insulat­ 
ing purposes, life preservers, cork soles 
find insoles and penholders are also 
made from cork waste. It is very large­ 
ly used for a filler in the lining of cold 
storage and ice houses, since cork is a 
nonconductor of heat. 
Another and a unique use of cork is 
that to which it is put in the interior 
ironwork and plates of ironclads and 
steamers between the bottom of the ves­ 
sel and the second -or false floor in order 
to prevent rust. The interior surface of 
the ironwork is coated with paint, and 
while the latter is still wet it is pow­ 
dered with cork dust in the same way 
that wood is sanded to resemble stone. 
The waste sometimes takes the place of 
asbestus in covering steam pixies. Both 
cork wood and waste make a very de­ 
sirable handle or grip for fish poles, 
which is a comparatively recent idea. 
Cork hats and helmets, gill ov seine 
corks, ring bnoys and mooring buoys, 
cork fenders for vessels and cork caps or 
washers for tops of cans represent also 
some of the uses of this article.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

At a greater distance 
its gyrations grow fewer, its flight is 
steadier and it makes a slitting wound 
like a saber thrust 
At the greatest ef­ 
fective range the Mauser bores like an 
auger, leaving only a small incised 
wound and completely penetrating bone, 
sinew, tendon or flesh opposed to it.— 
New York World.

Use" For Cork. 
Among the many articles made from 
cork waste is the familiar cork grip for 
bicycle handles. 
By a secret process 
the waste is pressed into the required 
shape, and, strange to say, the grips thus 
made are stronger and more durable 
than those manufactured from cork 
wood, although the latter gives a much 
smoother finish. Cork slabs for insulat­ 
ing purposes, life preservers, cork soles 
And insoles and penholders are also 
made from cork waste. It is very large­ 
ly used for a filler in the lining of cold 
storage and ice houses, since cork is a 
nonconductor of heat. 
Another and a unique use of cork is 
that to which it is put in the interior 
ironwork and plates of ironclads and 
steamers between the bottom of the ves­ 
sel and the second-or false floor in order 
to prevent rust. The interior surface of 
the ironwork is coated with paint, and 
while the latter is still wet it is pow­ 
dered with cork dust in the same way 
that wood is sanded to resemble stone. 
The waste sometimes takes the place of 
asbestus in covering steam pipes. Both 
oork wood and waste make a very de­ 
sirable handle or grip for fish poles, 
which is a comparatively recent idea. 
Cork hats and helmets, gill or seine 
corks, ring bnoys and mooring buoys, 
oork fenders for vessels and cork caps or 
washers for tops of cans represent also 
some of the uses of this article.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

The jubilee service at the Methodist 


P ro te sta n t church last night was largely 
attended, and when Reverend Swift aud 
visiting pastors were seated in the pul­ 
pit the church was filled. The occa­ 
sion was the paying of mortgages, thus 
freeing the church from all debt. 
The 
ctiurch was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and bunting, and 
stretched 
above the pulpit was a large American 
flag. 
Several hymns were sung after which 
Rev. B. M. Carson, of the African M. 
E. church, offered prayer. 
Rev. W. H. Gladden, of New Brigh­ 
ton, Reverend W hitehead, of Braddock, 
and Rev. J. Berrian, of Steubenville, 
were present, and occupied chairs in the 
front of the church. Reverend Swift 
announced that each of the former 
pastors and Reverend Berrian would 
make short addresses about the Metho­ 
dist Protestant church and its work, and 
the work during their pastorates in this 
city. 
Reverend Gladden, who was pastor 
beginning September, 1889, in a short 
address said: “ It seems to me this hour 
is the grandest in the history of this 
church. 
Many pleasant recollections 
are called to my mind this evening, and 
I ara glad of the opportunity to rejoice 
with you. 
I would delight in the 
chance tonight to burn every yellow 
back journal, impure book and novel 
and song, and everything else that is 
impure, with the mortgage that is soon 
to be consigned to the flames.” 
His remarks had a telling effect and 
many of the older members of the 
church shouted “ Amen.” 
Robert Burford presented 
to 
the 
church a handsome pedestal and jardi- 
nier. The pedestal is decorated with 
Dine and gold with the following in­ 
scription : 
“ This vase contains 
the 
ashes of the mortgages of the Methodist 
Protestant church, burned this 27th day 
of June, 1898.” 
F. W. Poland, president of the board 
of trustees, accepted the gift in behalf 
of the church. 
The three mortgages were given Rev­ 
erend Swift and after a short address as 
to the manner the money was raised 
the papers were placed on a large plate 
and were soon burning while the audi­ 
ence sang “Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow.”

DYNAMITE IN WARFARE. 


V iew * o f 
C h a rles R . F lin t, W h o r ir o t 
I sell I t on th e N ic th e ro y . 
The terrific destruction at Santiago 
by the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is 
still the most interesting topic among 
students of the art of war. Charles R. 
H int, who has had perhaps more ex­ 
perience with guns and fighting ships 
than any other private citizen, is an en­ 
thusiastic admirer of the dynamite gun. 
“ Our war with Spain,” he said to a 
reporter, “ has developed a new way of 
using a terrible weapon. I was very much 
interested in reading the result of the use 
of the Vesuvius' guns. I have always 
been curious to know what would be the 
effect of a practical demonstration by the 
dynamite gun. It seems to me that the 
use of dynamite projectiles is the novel 
feature of our war with Spain. 
Dyna­ 
mite or nitrogelatin—to be correct, No­ 
bel’s gelatin—has already been used on 
land in Cuba in charges shot from the 
Sims-Dudley pneumatic gun, which has a 
capacity for two 2 ^ shells carrying four 
pounds and a 5 inch shell carrying ten 
pounds. The range of the 2% inch cali­ 
ber is from one to two miles and its rate 
of firing five or six times per minute. 
This gun has another advantage in the 
almost entire absence of smoke and noise 
when fired. The dynamite gun not only 
accent rtl i«hes terrible destruction w hen­ 
ever 
of its shells bursts, but its 
moral effect does even greater harm to 
the enemy. 
From all that has been re­ 
ported about the work of the Vesuvius I 
have no doubt that hereafter the mere 
fact of her presence in an engagement 
will so terrorize the enemy as to prac­ 
tically disable many of them from fight­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the practical, 
safe, efficient use of projectiles contain­ 
ing large bursting charges of dynamite 
marks the beginning of a new era in 
war. Ultimately the dynamite project­ 
ile may make war so awful that the 
natural evolution will be from the hor­ 
rors of dynamite to the settlement of all 
international disputes by arbitration. ” 
—New York World.

It is just beginning to be understood 
in 
Washington why Rear Admiral 
Sampson chose Gnantanamo as a point 
for landing his marines. 
The rear ad­ 
miral, it appears, was as well acquaint­ 
ed as any one with the topography of 
the country of Guantanamo and with 
the fact that to reach it would require a 
30 mile march across very rough moun­ 
tain land with no roads worthy of the 
name. Hence the landing was not made 
at this point for the purpose of acquir­ 
ing a point of departure for land opera­ 
tions. 
But the bay of Guantanamo is a very 
desirable haven for ships in stress of 
weather, and as the hurricane season in 
West Indian w aters is near at hand it 
was deemed of the utmost importance to 
have such a haven where the ships of 
the navy could take quick refuge. 
The 
bay of Guantanamo is much larger than 
the harbor of Santiago, though not so 
well protected, either by nature or arti­ 
ficially, against invasion by an enemy’s 
fleet. * There is probably sea room for 
ships to lie at long distances apart dur­ 
ing a storm severe enough to make them 
drag anchors. 
The hurricane season sets in usually 
w ith July, but even the latter part of 
June is liable to witness meteoric dis­ 
turbances. Some time before the storm 
itself arrives the brassy or coppery look 
of the heavens and the persistent fall 
of the barometer warn the experienced 
navigator to make for his safe anchor­ 
age, if one is at hand, or lie out as far 
as possible to sea and free his craft of 
everything he possibly can which offers 
resistance to the wind. 
In the case of 
warships stripped for action there is 
very little to be done except to get a 
good way apart and in the safest place 
within reach.—New York Post.

“ The troops, ” he continued, “ may be 
subjected to some annoyance at first by 
attacks on their outposts, but unless I 
am very much mistaken the main body 
of the army will not be attacked. When 
the men reach any of the fortified tow uh, 
however, conditions will be different. 
In those places the Spaniards will prob­ 
ably put up a feeble resistance. It w ill 
be feeble, however, for, despite the best 
endeavors of the officers in command, 
the men in the ranks will not offtvr any­ 
thing more than a mere nominal opposi­ 
tion to the advance of the American 
column. 
“ The demoralization existing in the 
Spanish ranks cannot be overestimated. 
The Spanish officers realize now a fact 
that has been evident to us for a long 
time, and that is that their men are not 
to be depended upon. The troops which 
came over from Spain at the beginning 
of the insurrection were full of enthusi­ 
asm and as a result the early conflicts 
between the Spaniards and the insur 
gents were much hotter and attended 
with more serious results than they are 
today. 
“ The Spanish soldiers soon awoke to 
the incompetency and the corrupt meth 
ods of their superiors, and that, com 
bined with the lack of food and pay, 
has destroyed their confidence. 
“ The common soldiers now realize 
that the stories circulated among the 
privates and noncommissioned officers 
in regard to American cruelty to pris­ 
oners are false. The soldiers have learn­ 
ed from one source or another that their 
companions who have been so fortunate 
as to fall into American hands are well 
cared for and happy. The result will be 
that the United States government will 
scarcely be able to furnish guards 
enough to look out for their Spanish 
prisoners after the troops have got well 
under way. 
“ An incident occurred a few days 
previous to my leaving our army which 
goes to show how strong the feeling of 
the soldiers in the Spanish army has be­ 
come against their superiors. One of the 
sentries on guard near the headquarters 
of General Garcia brought five Spanish 
prisoners into camp who had approach­ 
ed him nuder a flag of trace and given 
themselves up. 
“ General Garcia was not in camp, 
but his subordinates questioned the 
men, who said that they belonged to a 
regiment stationed in a nearby town. 
They had not had any pay since they 
landed in Cuba two years previously, 
and of late had received scafcely enough 
food to keep body aud soul together. In 
addition, they said they were treated 
mercilessly by their superiors. The men 
wound up by saying that they preferred 
to surrender voluntarily to us rather 
than be killed for the benefit of people 
who treated them with Bach scant con­ 
sideration. 
“ The Spanish officers have awakened, 
now that it is too late, to the gravity 
of the situation, and in their efforts to 
arouse their men inflict upon them tile 
severest discipline. Every one who was 
in Havana or any of the otfcer large 
Cuban cities at the outbreak of the revo­ 
lution will remember the indolence dis­ 
played by tile officers in command of 
the Spanish forces. The news of the de­ 
parture of our bands for the interior 
awakened scarcely any interest among 
Spanish army men, w'ho continued to 
sip their absinthe and coffee in front of 
the cafe, oblivious to the fact that bands 
of Cuban sympathizers were forming 
right in the city of Havana itself.

The advance force of the American 
arm y rests on the Rio Gauma, w ith the 
city of Santiago de Cuba four and a 
haif miles westward, in plain sight. 
Last night the outposts, consisting of 
two companies of the Seventh infantry, 
under Major Coolidge, occupied posi­ 
tions at right angles to the road, guard­ 
ing tho crossing a mile and a half beyond 
Sabinalla, where three regim ents of 
General Lawton’s division camped, the 
F irst, Fourth and Seventeenth. 
The Eighth, Second aud Twenty-sec­ 
ond Massachusetts, w ith the 
rough 
riders, Tenth cavalry and portions of 
several other regimen** are strung out 
behind them toward Juragua. 
Als*ut 
800 Cubans under General Gonzales 
were camped around General Law ton’s 
headquarters, but less than 50 of them 
did scout duty last night. 


A THIRD FLEET. 


O n 
t h e R io G u a m a , June 26, via 
Kingston, Jam aica, June 
27. — The 
Spanish and American advance posts 
are now almost close enough to see the 
whites of each other’s eyes, and a colli­ 
sion may occur at any moment. 
The Cuban auxiliaries of the advance 
force seem utterly worthless. 
They sit 
around all day aud night, smoke cigar­ 
ettes and gorge on Uncle Sam ’s rations, 
while the American soldiers, w ith empty 
stomachs aud no tobacco, build roads all 
day under a blazing suu and sleep on 
their rifles under the sky at night. 
Some officers believe it w’ill be neces­ 
sary to lay a regular siege to Santiago 
aud advance w ith a line of earth w'orks 
until the rifle pits can be shelled with 
shrapnel by the light artillery. 
These 
pieces have an effective shrapnel range 
of 2,800 yards, and the Mauser rifles in 
the hands of the Spaniards are sighted 
at 1,900 yards and they kill at 2,100 
yards. 
However gratifying to the national 
pride is the careless attitude of our en­ 
listed men, the grave fear rem ains that 
they may need a more severe lesson 
than the ambush of the rough riders be­ 
fore they realize the deadly possibilities 
of modern warfare. 
Thp road over 
which the ordnance m ust be brought is 
densely lined by underbrash. 
Every 
yard is an artificial hedgerow, and the 
mad to the base of supplies is iu a simi­ 
lar state. 
But very little danger is apprehended 
of a flank attack, as it is evident Gen­ 
eral Linares is acting strictly on the de­ 
fensive. 
The failure of the Spanish 
troops 
at Holguin, Manzanillo aud 
Guantanam o to effect a junction with 
him have left the Spanish commander 
so weak that it would be an act of in ­ 
sanity upon his part to attem pt to as­ 
sume the aggressive or to retreat. 
The problem now confronting the 
army is the transportation of supplies, 
for the roads to the front are still im­ 
passable for wagons, but are being im ­ 
proved. 
In the meantime the pack 
train is being used. 
The first of these 
left Juragua last night and others left 
today. The officers aud men were com. 
pletely out of rations yesterday. 
The 
Seventh received half rations aud to­ 
day they received nothing. 
The boys are complaining bitterly, 
but are pacified with the assuraece that 
the pack train will be here tonight. 
Should a 
night attack occur our 
soldiers would fare worse than did the 
marines at Guantanamo, as the attack­ 
ing force here would not be at the dis­ 
advantage of having to charge up hill. 
The Spaniards are using brass sheathed 
bullets, and the brass rips on touching 
and tears the flesh horribly, while the 
small brass splinters cause blood poison­ 
ing. 
They are practically explosive 
bullets and are used in the Remingtons. 
They also cut a small cross through the 
end of the Mauser bullet, so that it 
mushrooms ou striking with a similar 
result. 
Four batteries of American artillery 
aud a Gatling gun have been placed on 
a hill overlooking the basin in which 
Santiago de Cuba lies. 
General Wheeler w ith the First, Sec­

Moral Effect o f T h eir Terrific D ynam ite 
Discharge* Han Been Very G reat. 
The talk of the naval officers today is 
of the performances of the Vesuvius 
with her dynamite guns. 
“ No man escaped with his life who 
was within 200 yards of where one of 
J those charges fell, ” said Admiral Jouett, 
“ and men far beyond the range if,im - 
; mediate injury were left menially help- 
I less and useless by the shock. ” 
; 
Tile moral effect of these terrific dis­ 
charges has been very great, the naval 
officers say. The shock is such as is cer­ 
tain to demoralize all soldiers w ithin its 


j farreaching influence. When Brazil had 
an insurrection on hand a few years 


i ago, an adm iral came to the United 
States and saw the operation of the ex­ 
perimental dynamite guns. 
He took 
back an outfit. The naval leader of the 
revolution heard of the government’s ; 
intention to shoot dynamite. 
Ile sur­ 
rendered, saying he was prepared to 
take his chances w ith powder aud shot 
aud shell, but he was not going into 
battle against a dynam ite cruiser. Those 
naval experts who have been waiting to 
see some of the new things tried have 
rather wondered why the dynamite 
tubes were not given a trial. 
Today 
they are satisfied. 
The Vesuvius has 
made her ineffaceable and distinctive 
mark on the defenses of Santiago. 
The 
prediction is ventured that she w ill be 
put to frequent use and that the Span­ 
iards w ill rapidly acquire a dread of 
her beyond any feeling of fear they 
have for battleships or cruisers. 
There 
is a paralyzing, numbing effect to these 
discharges of high explosives which 
does not attend the ordinary shell. —St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

The 
wounds were saucerlike affairs, and at 
first it was thought that the Spaniards 
had used “ soft” cartridges, which “ set 
up” or spread like a mushroom upon im­ 
pact, but the fact that the Mauser ride 
was the regulation small arm of the 
Spanish infantry led to an examination 
of the kind of damage it does. 
At short range the Mauser bullet, be­ 
cause of its wonderfully rapid twist, 
tears a large hole. At a greater distance 
its gyrations grow fewer, its flight is 
steadier and it makes a slitting wound 
like a saber thrust. 
A t the greatest ef­ 
fective range the Mauser bores like an 
auger, leaving only a small incised 
wound and completely penetrating bone, 
sinew, tendon or flesh opposed to it.— 
New York World.

Uses F or Cork. 
Among the many articles made from 
cork waste is the fam iliar cork grip for 
bicycle handles. 
By a secret process 
the waste is pressed into the required 
shape, and, strange to say, the grips thus 
made are stronger and more durable 
than those manufactured from cork 
wood, although the latter gives a much 
smoother finish. Cork slabs for insulat­ 
ing purposes, life preservers, cork soles 
and insoles and penholders are also 
made from cork waste. It is very large­ 
ly used for a filler in the lining of cold 
storage and ice houses, since cork is a 
nonconductor of heat. 
Another and a unique use of cork is 
that to which it is put in the interior 
ironwork and plates of ironclads and 
steamers between the bottom of the ves­ 
sel and the second -or false floor in order 
to prevent rust. The interior surface of 
the ironwork is coated w ith paint, and 
while the latter is still wet it is pow­ 
dered w ith cork dust in the same way 
that wood is sanded to resemble stone. 
The waste sometimes takes the placa of 
asbestus in covering steam pipes. 
Both 
oork wood and waste make a very de­ 
sirable handle or grip for fish poles, 
which is a comparatively recent idea. 
Oork hats and helmets, gill or seine 
corks, ring bnoys and mooring buoys, 
oork fenders for vessels and cork caps or 
washers for tops of cans represent also 
some of the uses of this article.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

The jubilee service at the Methodist 


p ro te s ta n t church last night was largely 
^tended, and when Reverend Swift and 


v isitin g 1 pastors were seated in the pul­ 
pit the church was filled. 
The occa­ 
sion was the paying cl mortgages, thus 


freein g the church from all debt. 
The 


ch u rch was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and bunting, and 
stretched 
above the pulpit was a large American 
flag. 
Several hymns were sung after which 
Rev. B. M. Carson, of the African M. 


E. c h u rc h , offered prayer. 
Rev. W. H. Gladden, of New Brigh­ 
ton, Reverend W hitehead, of Braddock, 


and Rev. J. B em an, of Steubenville, 
were present, and occupied chairs in the 
front of the church. 
Reverend Swift 
announced that each of the former 
pastors and Reverend Bem an would 
make short addresses about the Metho­ 
dist Protestant chnrch and its work, and 
the work daring their pastorates in this 
city. 
Reverend Gladden, who was pastor 
beginning September, 1889, in a short 
address said : 
“ It seems to me this hour 
is the grandest in the history of this 
church. 
Many pleasant recollections 
are called to my mind this evening, and 
I am glad of the opportunity to rejoice 
with yon. 
I would delight in the 
chance tonight to burn every yellow ; 
back journal, impure book and novel 
and song, and everything else that is 
impure, with the mortgage that is soon 
to be consigned to the flames.’’ 
His remarks had a telling effect and 
many of the older members of the 
church shouted “ Amen.” 
Robert Burford presented 
to 
the 
chnrch a handsome pedestal and jardi- 
nier. The pedestal is decorated with 
pine and gold with the following in- ] 
scriptioii: 
“ This vase contains 
the 
ashes of the mortgages of the Methodist i 
Protestant, church, burned this 27th day 
of June, 1898.” 
F. W. Poland, president of the board 
of trustees, accepted the gift in behalf 
of the church. 
The three mortgages were given Rev­ 
erend Swift and after a short address as 
to the manner the money was raised 
the papers were placed on a large plate 1 
and were soon burning while the audi- : 
ence sang “ Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow.” 
Several prayers were offered by mem­ 
bers after which the entire audience 
formed a circle and with clasped hands 
sang “ Blest Be the Tie That Binds.” 
The benediction was pronounced by 
Reverend Gladden,and one more church 
in the Pittsburg conference was free 
from debt.

During the service special selections 
were rendered by Miss Burton, Miss 
Dawson and W ill Cartm an, of Adrian 
college. 


V iew s o f 
C harles R. F lin t, W ho First 
I se<l it on th e N ictheroy, 
The terrific destruction at Santiago 
by the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is 
still the most interesting topic among 
students of the art of war. 
Charles R. 
Flint, who has had perhaps more ex- 
Ijcrience with guns and lighting ships 
than any other private citizen, is an en­ 
thusiastic admirer of the dynamite gun. 
“ Our war with Spain,” he said to a 
reporter, “ has developed a new way of 
using a terrible weapon. I was very much 
interested in reading the result of the ase 
of the Vesuvius' guns. 
I have always 
been curious to know what would be the 
effect of a practical demonstration by the 
dynamite gun. It seems to me that the 
use of dynamite projectiles is the novel 
feature of our war with Spain. 
Dyna­ 
mite or nitrogelatin—to be correct, No­ 
bel’s gelatin—has already been used on 
land in Cuba in charges shot from the 
Sims-Dudley pneumatic gun, which has a 
capacity for two 2 % shells carrying four 
pounds and a 5 inch shell carrying ten 
pounds. The range of the 2% inch cali­ 
ber is from one to two miles aud its rate 
of firing five or six times per minute. 
This gun has another advantage in the 
almost entire absence of smoke and noise 
when fired. The dynamite gun not only 
accoil it ti ishes terrible destruction where- 
ever 0!e of its shells bursts, but its 
moral effect does even greater harm to 
the enemy. 
From all that has been re­ 
ported about the work of the Vesuvius I 
have no doubt that hereafter the mere 
fact of her presence in an engagement 
will so terrorize the enemy as to prac­ 
tically disable many of them from light­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the practical, 
safe, efficient use of projectiles contain­ 
ing large bursting charges of dynamite 
marks the beginning of a new era in 
war. Ultimately the dynamite project­ 
ile may make war so awful that the 
natural evolution will be from the hor­ 
rors of dynamite to the settlement of all 
international disputes by arbitration. ”

It is just beginning to be understood 
in 
Washington why Roar Admiral 
Sampson chose Guantanamo as a point 
for landing his marines. 
The rear ad­ 
miral, it appears, was as well acquaint­ 
ed as any one with the topography of 
the country of Guantanamo aud with 
the fact that to reach it would require a 
30 mile march across very rough moun­ 
tain land with no roads worthy of the 
name. Hence the landing was not made 
at this point for the purpose of acquir­ 
ing a point of departure for land opera­ 
tions. 
But the bay of Guantanamo is a very 
desirable haven for ships in stress of 
weather, and as the hurricane seasou in 
West Indian waters is near at hand it 
was deemed of the utmost importance to 
have such a haven where the ships of 
the navy could take quick refuge. 
The 
bay of Guantanamo is much larger than 
the harbor of Santiago, though not so 
well protected, either by nature or arti­ 
ficially, against invasion by an enemy’s 
fleet. 
There is probably sea room for 
ships to lie at long distances apart dur­ 
ing a storm severe enough to make them 
drag anchors. 
The hurricane season sets in usually 
with July, but even the latter part of 
June is liable to witness meteoric dis­ 
turbances. Some time before th© storm 
itself arrives the brassy or coppery look 
of the heavens and the persistent fall 
of the barometer warn the experienced 
navigator to make for his safe anchor­ 
age, if one is at hand, or lie out as far 
as possible to sea and free his craft of 
everything he possibly can which offers 
resistance to the wind. 
In the case of 
warships stripped for action there is 
very little to be done except to get a 
good way apart and in the safest place 
within reach.—New York Post.

“ No one need worry much over the 
fate of the soldiers connected with the 
expedition which 
the United States 
have just sent to Cuba, ” said a member 
of the insurgent army who is in New 
York on business connected with the 
junta, in speaking of tile conditions us 
they exist at present on the island. 
“ T hetroops,” he continued, “ may be 
subjected to some annoyance at first by 
attacks on their outposts, but unless I 
am very much mistaken the main body 
of the army will not be attacked. When 
the men reach any of the fortified towns, 
however, conditions will be different. 
In those places the Spaniards will prob­ 
ably put up a feeble resistance. It will 
be feeble, however, for, despite the best 
endeavors of the officers in command, 
the men iii the ranks will not ofter any­ 
thing more than a mere nominal opposi­ 
tion to the advance of the American 
column. 
“ The demoralization existing iii the 
Spanish ranks cannot be overestimated. 
The Spanish officers realize now a fact 
that has been evident to us for a long 
time, and that is that their men are not 
to be depended upon. The troops which 
came over from fclpaiu at the beginning 
of the insurrection were full of enthusi­ 
asm and as a result the early conflicts 
between the Spaniards aud the insur­ 
gents were much hotter and attended 
with more serious results than they are 
today. 
“ The Spanish soldiers soon awoke to 
the incompetency and the corrupt meth­ 
ods of their superiors, and that, com­ 
bined with the lack of food and pay, 
has destroyed their confidence. 
“ The common soldiers now realize 
that the stories circulated among the 
privates and noncommissioned officers 
in regard to American cruelty to pris­ 
oners are false. The soldiers havo learn­ 
ed from one source or another that their 
companions who have been so fortunate 
as to fall into American hands are well 
cared for aud happy. The result will be 
that the United States government will 
scarcely be able to furnish guards 
enough to look out for their Spanish 
prisoners after the troops have got well 
under way. 
“ An incident occurred a few days 
previous to my leaving our army which 
goes to show how strong the feeling of 
the soldiers in the Spanish army has be­ 
come against their superiors. One of the 
sentries on guard near the headquarters 
of General Garcia brought five Spanish 
prisoners into camp who had approach­ 
ed him under a flag of truce aud given 
themselves up. 
“ General Garcia was not in camp, 
but his subordinates questioned the 
men, who said that they belonged to a 
regiment stationed in a nearby town. 
They had not had any pay since they 
lauded in Cuba two years previously, 
and of late had received scarcely enough 
food to keep body and soul together. In 
addition, they said they were treated 
mercilessly by their superiors. The men 
wound up by saying that they preferred 
to surrender voluntarily to us rather 
than be killed for the benefit of people 
who treated them with such scant con­ 
sideration. 
“ The Spanish officers have awakened, 
now that it is too late, to the gravity 
of the situation, aud in their efforts to 
arouse their men inflict upon them the 
severest discipline. Every one who was 
in Havana or any of the ooker large 
Cuban cities at the outbreak cf the revo­ 
lution will remember the indolence dis­ 
played by tile officers in command of 
the* Spanish forces. The news of the de­ 
parture of our bands for the interior 
awakened scarcely any interest among 
Spanish army men, who continued to 
sip their absinthe and coffee in front of 
the cafe, oblivious to the fact that bands 
of Cuban sympathizers were forming 
right in the city of Havana itself. 
“ At the outbreak of the war I have 
known the same train which conveyed 
a regiment of Spanish soldiers to re­ 
lieve a garrison in the interior to carry 
30 insurgents, who made no special effort 
to conceal their identity beyond merely 
hiding their weapons aud accouterments. 
“ The success of our forces has been in 
great measure due to this indolence on 
the part of the officers in command of
